Certificate of Results of Election 

Pursuant to the authority delegated to the Director, Bureau of Indian Affairs, by the Act of June 26, 1936 (49 
Stat. 1967) and redelegated by 130 D.M., a Secretarial Election was authorized by the Acting Regional Direc- 
tor on April 23, 2008. The amendment to the Constitution of the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma was submitted to the 
qualified voters of the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma on August 2 1 , 2008 and was ratified by a vote of 70 for and 5 1 
against, and 6 cast ballots found separated or mutilated, in an election which at least thirty percent (30%) of the 
149 entitled to vote cast their ballots in accordance with Article XV of the Tribe’s Constitution. 



Letter from the Chairman 


Greetings Tribal Members! I hope this letter finds you in good 
health and in good spirits. The committee has been reviewing 
enterprise financials in efforts to pay out a dividend payment. It 
is back to school time and I know along with buying new school 
clothes and supplies we are all feeling the financial affects of 
high gas prices and poor economy. Hopefully this dividend will 
help offset some of those costs. This dividend is paid out of non 
-gaming revenues from our enterprises. Our Enterprise CEO, 
Deni Clark, is currently reviewing our final draft for the Reve- 
nue Allocation Plan as we speak. We hope to have this submit- 
ted to the Bureau of Indian Affairs soon so that we can pay out 
per capita payments in the future. 

Things are finally progressing with the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
in regards to the new casino project. We finally see a light at 
the end of the tunnel. The Business Committee and Tribal At- 
torney are working to finalize some last requests of the BIA. 
Once we have the final approval we can break ground and get 
the new casino project underway. We are optimistic this will 
happen soon. This casino project has been a drawn out process 


with the BIA and NIGC and began with former Chairwoman, 
the late Phoebe O’Dell. With past and current leadership this 
casino project will finally become a reality. Upon completion of 
the first phase of this project the membership will be invited for 
a tour and grand opening of the Casino. 

This summer the new Enrollment Clerk has been auditing the 
enrollment files and getting everything back in order. Upon this 
audit dual enrollments were discovered as well as a few new 
enrollments that did not meet eligibility requirements for mem- 
bership. The former enrollment clerk has taken out constitu- 
tional language from enrollment documents that state the eligi- 
bility requirements “ that the membership shall consist of the 
following persons who have not elected to be enrolled with an- 

other Tribe or have not received a share of land or money by 
virtue of having been enrolled as a member of another Tribe ” in 

an effort to get certain individuals enrolled. This has since been 
taken care of and corrected and things are getting back in order. 
Some have taken this personal and say it is political but our con- 
stitution clearly states requirements for enrollment.

The Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma office of Environmental 
Services (OES) will be conducting a groundwater 
(Well) assessment in the near future. The water qual- 
ity assessment will be conducted in the southern por- 
tion of the Iowa Nation. The purpose of the sample 
collection and analysis will be to compile data 
(information) for evaluation and planning for future 
water resources in the Iowa Nation. 

Water samples from 13 wells will be analyzed for Ar- 
senic, Copper, Lead, total dissolved solids, total coli- 
form, alkalinity, hardness, pesticides, and Uranium. 
You should not be concerned that your water is con- 
taminated since this sampling event is for data gather- 


ing purposes only. 

A similar assessment (sample collection and analysis) 
was conducted in the northern portion of the Iowa Na- 
tion in recent years. 

If you are a Tribal Member and live within the Iowa 
Nation Boundaries (especially, south of Carney, Okla- 
homa to the deep Fork River) and have a well as your 
drinking water source; or, if you know any Native 
American that would qualify, Please contact the Of- 
fice Of Environmental Services at 405-547-5433 Ext.

The Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma will be conducting a pack test on September 25, 2008 at 8:00 A.M. A physical, 
to include a drug screen, must be completed and turned in by September 19, 2008 at the Iowa Tribe Public 
Safety Department, V 2 mile west of hwy 177 on Complex Road. 

The Pack test consists of walking a designated 3 mile course while wearing a weighted vest of 45 pounds. The 
walk must be completed within the allotted 45 minute time frame. The physical packet may be picked up at the 
Iowa Tribe Public Safety Department, (Police Department), and may be completed at the Perkins Family 
Clinic or your own personal physician. 

The Iowa Tribe has played an active part in the Wildland Firefighting program. Our firefighters have and will 
continue to operate in a professional and courteous manner while on assigned detail. 

Since the programs inception in the year 2000, Wildland firefighting has been our top priority. The Iowa Tribe 
has also played a significant role in other disasters such as the Hurricane Katrina Relief and The Space Shuttle 
Recovery.

Unit 8 used 0 gallons of fuel at a total cost of $000.00. Unit 10 used 121.1 gallons of fuel at a total cost of 
$470.38. Unit 1 1 used 29.6 gallons of fuel at a total cost of $1 17.00. Jeep used 66.6 gallons of fuel at a total 
cost of $256.54. Total amount of fuel used for the month is 809.3 gallons at a total cost of $3,140.99.

The City of Perkins and the Oklahoma Territorial 
Plaza received good news in May. They were 
awarded funding through the 2007 Recreational 
Trails Program. 

The $155,472 grant, awarded through the Okla- 
homa Tourism and Recreation Department, will 
be used to construct the Perkins Centennial Trails 
- a series of lighted concrete walking trails, an 
arboretum, a small transportation museum with 
public restrooms, as well as parking facilities at 
the newly created Oklahoma Territorial Plaza. 
"We're very excited to receive this grant,” said 
David Sasser, Plaza coordinator. ”Of the thirty 
applicants for the grant statewide, we had the 
highest scoring application. These funds will be 
used to complete Phase I of the Plaza.” 

The funds will provide for 1,370 linear feet of 8 
foot concrete walking trails, eight decorative light 
posts, eight granite benches, as well as 38 trees 
and 150 shrubs. The transportation museum, 
housed in a 1960's porcelain enamel service sta- 
tion, will house Perkins 1952 Ford fire truck as 
well as other vintage autos and will provide pub- 
lic restrooms for the trails. The trailhead will 
include parking for about 30 vehicles. 

Trailhead and informational signs will be an inte- 
gral part of this project with all plants and trees 
being identified and labeled with both common 
and scientific names. Educational seminars on 


bicycle safety and etiquette, exercise tips, garden- 
ing and urban forestry will be held at the trails 
and arboretum, as well as special events such as 
Arbor Day celebrations. Volunteers will provide 
guided tours of the trails from May to October 
depending on climatic conditions, and will also 
staff the museum and information center Decem- 
ber to April. 

Also included are several period buildings in- 
cluding a 1904 log cabin, and a turn of the cen- 
tury bam built in 1907, the former Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Perkins built in 1892, and 
the IXL School, a one room schoolhouse used by 
area school children. 

The grant was for matching funds, with addi- 
tional funding for the project coming from the 
City of Perkins, Perkins Community Foundation, 
Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma, Perkins Main Street, 
Inc., Perkins Tree Board, Bill and Virginia 
Sasser, David and Lisa Sasser, and Beyl- 
Davenport House Moving. 

Located at 750 N. Main Street, the Oklahoma 
Territorial Plaza features an outdoor museum and 
sculpture garden including two twelve- foot stat- 
ues of Frank "Pistol Pete” Eaton and Chief 
Notchimine of the Iowa Tribe by Oklahoma artist 
Wayne Cooper .
